Taken to Task. 


Galway Commissioner’s 
Threat.

From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT, 
GALWAY, Wednesday. 
R. COMMISSIONER BARTLEY, who 
M is administering the afiairs of the 
County Galway Board of Health, at 
a meeting which was held in Galway to-day, 
delivered an ultimatum to the Electricity 
Supply Board in respect of the lighting of 
the various institutions under his administra- 
tion in the county. 

The Secretary to the Board of Health (Mr. 
S. Gallagher) read a letter from the Electricity 
Voard stating that the charges for the supply 
of current would be increased by 25 per cent. 

The Commissioner said that he felt the 
Klectricity Supply Board was not managing 
the business as it should. He made an order 
that if the Electricity Supply Board failed to 
supply current at the former price of six- 
rence a unit. he would consider the advisa- 
vility of getting private generating plants 
for the different institutions in the county. 

CARLOW, Wednesday. 

A resolution protesting against the in- 
creased electricity charges. was passed 
unanimously at the Carlow Mental Hospital 
meeting to-day, on the motion of Mr. Sidney 
Minch, seconded by Mr. Thorp. The resolu- 
tion set out: “‘ That, the Electricity Supply 
Board not having provided facts as would 
have enabled the Committee to judge as to 
the justice of the proposed increases in 
charges or more favourable treatment of 
certain areas, the Committee strongly protest 
against these increased rates.’’ 


LIMERICK, Wednesday. 

At a special meeting of the Limerick 
Development Association, Mr. T. C. Carroll, 
Chairman, presiding, a resolution was passed 
yrotesting against the proposed increase of 
b5 per cent. on the present electricity rates 
in Limerick area, which, the motion declared, 
should have the lowest rate, considering the 
proximity of the city to the source of supply. 
Limerick already was payimyg a higher rats 
than Dublin and Cork. The resolution called 
on all citizens ‘‘To unite in fighting this 
unjust and unreasonable impost, which must 
be regarded as being against the best interests 
of the city, and a clog on its advancement.” 

Limerick Citizens’ and Ratepayers’ Society 
passed a similar resolution, and requested the 
support of ths local members of the Dail 
and Senate and local public bodies in pro- 
tesling against the proposed increased 
charges. 


Gas for Dundalk. 


DUNDALK, Wednesday 

Dundalk Urban Council, the streets of 
which town are lighted by electricity, and 
whose power station has been handed over 
to the Electricity Supply Board, decided last 
night to accept the tender of the Dundalk 
Gas Company for public lighting in the new 
building areas in the demesne in preference 
to electricity. Ten gas lamps are to be 
erected in the area, and the contract is for 
a period of five years. . 

At the previous meeting the tender of the 
Electricity Supply Board was received, and 
quoted a gross sum of £935 for the erection 
and lighting of ten lamps for the next five 
months, with a sum of £4 15s. wan lamp 
afterwards per annum. The members con- 
sidered the prices excessive, and asked the 
Gas Company to tender. 

The Town Clerk said that he had written 
the Electricity Supply Board, pointing out 
that the Council considered their charges very 
excessive, and asking if they could be 
reduced. He had a reply stating that no 
alteration could be made, and advising the 
Council to accept the tender at once. 

The tender from the Gas Company offered 
to erect the necessary fittings, and lamps, 
free of all cost to the Council, and for the 
lighting of the lamps all night to charge 
£43 per annum. 

The Tewn Clerk stated that the net result 
of the tenders was that the acceptance of 
the Gas Company’s tender would save the 
Council £80 in the first year and £4 10s. 
per annum afterwards. 

The Council unanimously accepted the 
tender of the Gas Company for five years, 
and permission was given the company 'e 
instal gas appliances in any of the Council's 
new houses where the tenants desired to 
Lave this form of lighting or heating.

CLAIM FOR SALARY AND 
INTEREST.

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR sees: 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MUR NAGHAN.) 

The hearing of an appeal by the defendants 
in the case of Christo er Joseph Murphy, of 
Glenageary, against Messrs. Clery and Co., of 
O'Connell street, Dublin, was began. This 
was an appeal from an order made by Mr. 


Justice Johnston directing the payment by 


the defendants to the plaintiff of £3,003, to: 
gether with interest on £2,379 8s. ld.. and 
costs. The plaintiff had claimed £3,158 
18s. 1d., part in respect of salary alleged 
to be due to him as chairman and director of 
the defendant company, and part for principal 
and interest on foot of a deposit account with 
the defendants, on which the latter were said 
to have agreed to pay interest at the rate oí 
per cent. 

It appears that for the year ended 3ist 
January, 1951, Mr. ©. J. Murphy, Dr. W. L. 
Murphy, and Mr. Denis M. Murphy were the 
only directors of Clery and Co., along with 
the managing director, Mr. John F. McGuire. 
Jn an affidavit they claimed to be entitled 
hetween them to a sum of £1,700, voted as 
remuneration for the directors. Of that sum 
they agreed that Mr. C. J. Murphy was to 
get £1,100 as chairman, and each of the three 
were to get £200 as directors’ fees.

THE PLAINTIFF'S CLAIM. 

Opening the case for the appellants, 
Mr. Dickie submitted that the plaintiff's 
claim should not have been tried on summary 
summons, but should have been tried in the 
ordinary way. Piaintiff’s claim 
£1,100 for salary due to him as chairman of 
the company. There was nothing. said Mr. 


Dickie, in the Articles of Association em- | 


powering the company to pay a salary to a 
chairman. Mr. Chetbopher Murphy had 
been paid his £200 fee as director, and ad- 
mitted that in an affidavit. 

The second claim of Mr. C. J. Murphy was 
for £2,379, due on account of a deposit for 
the company, and interest thereon. No oné 
outside the firm deposited anything, except 
some employés, who deposited small sums; 
but the Messrs. Murphy alleged that at a 
certain time they brought £60,000 into the 
company, and left it there on deposit, pay- 
able on demand, with 5 per cent. interest. 
There was no document or resolution on the 
books of the company authorising the bhor- 
rowing or the acceptance of that £60,000, er 
anything else. 

The Messrs. Murphy were all directors of 
the company up to a short time ago, but, 
with the exception of Mr. Christopher 
Murphy, they assigned their deposits away 
to others. But if they did so thev kept the 
interest for themselves, and brought an action 
for it as soon as thev ceased to he direc- 
tors. When Mr. Christopher Murphy ceased 
to be a director: he took an action for the 
return of his deposit, with interest. There 
was no doubt the Messrs. Murphy brought 
in the money, .but there was nothing 
to show whether their object in doing so 
was to assist the company or to he able to 
take ont the money on demand. ‘The money 
was there, bnt there was no minute to show 
how it got there, and there was no evidence 
to show that interest should be paid on it 
when it got there. 


THE DEPOSITS. 


Counsel read affidavits in the 
said that there was no power to 
plaintiff salary as chairman of the company. 
He dealt at length with the question of 
‘‘deposits,’’ and submitted that the directors 
must meet together and pass a resolution to 
borrow money. 
the purposes of the company. Taking money 
on deposit pavable on demand, with interest. 
was not borrowing in the interests of the 
company. It was banking, pure and simple. 

Without a resolution passed to borrow 
reoneyv and deciding the terms on which it 
was horrowed. the plaintiff conid not get 
judgment in the manner in which it had 
been granted in this «ase. 

The arguments had not concluded when 
the Court adjourned until to-day.

He 
supported the proposals made in the bill 
because there was no other way out of the 
difficulty. He would like to hear par 
ticulars of the policy of retrenchment, and 
hoped that it would begin at the top. 

BALANCING THE BUDGET, 

Mr. Hugo FLINN (F.F., Cork) said that 
Deputy Anthony was in a difficulty out cf 
which he could not get, but the general 
election would find a way for him. The 
deficit will be very much more, unfortunately, 


than the £900,000 mentioned by Mr. Blythe, | 


and what they were doing new was simply 
tg a mustard plaster on a broken leg. 
Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, had 
said that the Government had iothing to be 
ashamed of, “but,” said Mr. I linn, “it is 
time that the frent bench opposiie learned 
to blush. Most certainly they have much 
to be ashamed oí.” Last year the House 
discovered that the Finance Minister had net 
made any provision in respect of the pay- 
ment of Savings Certificates. Jn this regard 
he was £400,000 in arrears in the provision 
of interest. ' 

There was over £1,000,000 Land Stock. in 
the possession of the Department of Educa- 
tion, and the Minister for Mducation had 


1 taken that to prevent the necessity for a cut 


in the salary of teachers. Where was that 
money! They sold the whole «f it, and 
turned it into cash. That was how they 
balanced their Budget. There was a fund 
accumulated in the possession of the old 
Congested Districts Board during the com- 
paratively prosperous years of the war, money 
which they had the wisdom and humanity to 
keep back for the overwhelming uecessity of 
the war aftermath. That money had also 
gone to balance their Budget. 

Mr. FLINN, who had been called to order 
several times during his speech, ssked what 
could the ordinary member of the Opposition 
do when members of the Government were 
allowed to go through the whole gamut of 
discussion while the (pposition were not 
allowed to go outside the narrow limits of 
finance. 

The SPEAKER said that if the deputy 
read his own speeches he would know that 
he had gone the limits bevend which no 
member had been allowed to go, and he 
had heen warned on several occasions already. 

Mr. FLINN said he believed that there was 
a move on to keep Deputies Good and 
O'Connell fighting while the Treasury walked 
off with the money 

He proceeded to quote at great length from 
a pamphlet issued by the Cumann na 
nGaedheal Party setting out the work they 
claumed that the Government had done im- 
proving the industrial and commercial 
prosperity of the State during their term in 
office, and in which they accused the Opposi- 
tion of carrying a malignant and unpatriotic 
propaganda. 

The Government claimed that thev had 
reorganised the railways and extended and 
mmpreved the roads. ‘Thew had, said Mr. 
Fhinn, reorganised the Great Southern Rail 
way stock down to £9, and by their policy 
oí placing ‘‘ velvet’ roads running parallel ‘a 
the railways they had knocked the bottom out 
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of twenty-two milhon pounds of Irish capital, 
and had spent five and a half millions in 
doing it. And in a few days, he added, they 
would be passing a Read bill to prevent | 
these roads being used for competitive trans- 
port. 

THE SHANNON SCHEME. 

The Government claimed that the Shannon 
scheme had been a success. He estimated 
that they had spent seventeen million pounds 
ov that, arid all they had got was increased 
prices. He did not believe that any deputy 
could say that their treatment of the sugar 
beet industry had been that of 
financiers, 

He was proceeding to deal with the 
Minister for Agriculture s policy with vegard 
to the purchase of the creameries, when, 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER said that he 
would have to keep to the bill. 

Mr. LINN said that a column and a half 
of the official, debates on this proposal lasi 
week was taken up by the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, speaking on land 
annuities, 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER said that 
Deputy Flinn must come to the bill. The 
debate must be iu order. 

Mr. MacENTEE said that there would be 
more disorder in the House unless the Deputy 
Speaker mended his ways. 

Mr. FLINN said the Government claimed 
that they had put justice, police and national 
defence on a basis more economic than in 
any other country in the world. If they had 
not done that, they were not entitled to this 
supplementary vote. 


PETROL TAX. 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) said that he 
thought that the Minister owed more infor- 
matien to the House in connection with the 
petrol tax. In view of the tax a large number 
of motorists would net take out licences for 
their cars this winter, thereby causing an 
appreciable decrease in the empléyment of 
those engaged in the motor business. It was 
a cruel thing on the part of any Government 
that, without any notice or discussion with 
these people, they should impose a tax of 
this kind. It would inevitably drive a great 
number of small] 'bus owners out of business. 

He asked the Minister for Finance to recon- 
sider the tax before it was finally passed by 
the Dail, and look to the possibility of find- 
ing revenue in the supply of certain requisites 
connected with motoring to be manufactured 
in this country. 

Mr. H. LAW (Govt., Donegal) said that 
there were few people whose imcomes had 
not fallen since last vear, and in mereasing 
the burdens on particular classes of tax-, 
payers they had to be more than usually 
careful to avoid injustice. 


KILLING INDUSTRY. 


PLEA FOR DISTILLING 
TRADE. 

Mr. J. X. MURPHY (Ind., Dublin, South) 
recalled that the Minister fer Finance, in 
last Friday’s speech, said that £80,000 in 
revenue had been lost through the decrease 
in consumption of alcoholic liquor. He asked 
the Minister whether, by heavy taxation, he 
would not kill the goose that laid the golden 
egg. Further, he asked the Minister to con- 
sider the reduction of the tax on spirits, and, 
by wav of reducing the strength of the 
whiskey, induce more consumption, with 
bigger revenue, without inducing alcoholic 
excess. Aba 

He was still convinced that the Muster, 
as tbe nation’s housekeeper, was keeping 
house on a scale that was too lavish. The 
Shannon scheme, to which they ‘had advanced 
much money, was not yet veproda ve, and 
there was no indication when it would he. 
They had given £750,000 towands de-rating, 
and that would not be reproductive. . It 
was only for one wear, of course. but since 
the precedent had been set they might agai 
be asked for a similar amount. lf the 
Minister were a little more lenient towards 
the distilling industries it would not be a 


bad thing. 


THE NATION’S CREDIT. 

Mr. BRISCOE (¥.F.. Dublin South) said 
that the Mimister for Finance had not the 
fogziest idea ef how the nation’s oxedit stood. 
He could not come within ten million of the 
country’s credit. or within fifty million of its 
wealth. The Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce had laughed at him when he (Deputy 
Briscoe) had estimated four years ago that 
the cost of the Shannon scheme would be at 


: slowly and 


sound ! 


least ten millions. ‘Later, he had estimated 


the cost at twelve millions, and to-day he put | 


it at certainly not less than thirteen mallions, 
and the Minister still ridiculed the idea. The 
Minister would keep on Jaughing until the 
Dramm Battery was exposed, but after that 
exposure he would not be able to outlive his 
defeat. 

Mr. CLERY (F.F.) said that the scare 
about Communism and all the rest which had 
been raised by the Government three weeks 
ago was part of a deliberate game to prevent 
the people of he country from realising that 
the Government during the past vear had 
run the State into bankruptcy to the tune 
of one million pounds.

The salaries of the higher Civil Servants 
had been attacked by Mr. Clery, and in 
that speech Mr. Clery followed his leader. 
Mr. de Valera, Fianna Fail wanted 
economies in payments to the Governor- 
General and the expenses of his household. 
In putting forward that argument, and also 
the cutting of salaries of higher civil 


‘servants, the Opposition were following a 


dishonest argument, and 
They were trying’ to 
country deliberately; for thev knew 
that what economies could be affected in 
higher salaries would be absolutely trifling in 
efiect, amounting only to a few thousand 
pounds-—nething more.

Mr. B. MAGUIRE (Fianna Fail, Sligo- 
Leitrim) said that the speech by the Minister 
íor dustice at Mavo durwmg the recess, and 
auother speech im the Dail concerning certain 
activities, had done more harm to the 
country than amythiny else could do. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY—And it alsd 
showed that this was a nation capable of 
curbing such activities, and the nation did 
curb them. 


SQUEEZING THE LEMON. 

Mr. LIPYLE (Fiemma Fail) described the 
Ministerial policy as one of squeezing the 
lemon until the pip squeaked. 

He said that the country was learning the 
truth at las, about how the Government had 
conducted its affairs. The present episode. 
heginning with the Public Safety Act, and 
continuing with the present bill, imstead of 
strengthening the position was going to make 
ior its defeat. 

Mr. CORRY (Fianna Fail, Cork, W.) said 
that the present bill was the natural result 
of the continued extravagance that had taken 
place in Government departments and the 
ventinued grinding down of the farming ocm- 
munity, who had tg pay the whole lot. He 
maintained that the Minister for Finance 
vould, en his estumates alone, save a millon 
and a half pounds with very httle effort. The 
policy of the Government, however, seemed 
to be te cut the salares of low-paid officials 
and leave the higher salaried officers alone. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo) said that 
in taking the action he did in supporting the 
bill he was influenced by the fact that if 
the present Mimstry tried to find the money 
required by way of retrenchment it would 
be dove at the expense of the social services.

MR. BLYTHE AND FIANNA 
FAIL SUGGESTIONS. 


Mr. BLYTHE (Minister for Finance), con- 
cluding the debate, said that suggestions for 
econemy fiom the House resolved themselves 
into two kinds—really into one. kind, tor 
Fianna Fail suggested economies that would 
be politically agreeable to them. One of 
these suggestions was the cutting down of the 
police and the Army, and -the other the 
outting down of certain services and the re- 
duction of certain items of expenditure, such 
as the Governor-General’s establishment. The 
results taken altogether would be relatively 
small. and would not affect the financial 
situation to any great extent. He conld not 
feel otherwise than that these were not 
seriously considered suggestions, but were 
simply suggestions put forward on the basis 
of political spite. They had in this country 
a particular pohce system, which he thought 
was necessary. Under other conditions, some- 
time in the future, it might be possible to 
adopt a different system winch might be some- 
what cheaper. Whether it would be much 
cheaper, or whether it would be sufficiently 
effective if cheaper, was open tv doubt. He 
was positive that they could not substantially 
reduce the police force without having the 
result that in a Jew years it would be neces- 
sary to micrease 1 again and spend a lange 
amount of money in undoing some of the evil 


they knew it. 
deceive the 


effects of a premature and excessive reduction. | 


lt was ampossible fer them to apply any 
statistics about the cost of police elsewhere, 
as different conditions exist elsewhere. They 
had to have a police fovce in system and 
numbers corresponding to the needs ef the 
country. 

Se far as the Army was concerned, they 
had veduced it very substantially, and there 
had been for long periods a policy of ruthless 
reductians in it. When the immediate after- 
math of the civil war had passed they had an 
Army costing four million pounds per annum, 
but they canried out demobilisation of officers 
and men. Afterwards events had proved 
that they had gone too fast in that policy of 
cubting dewn, and there was an immediate 
check on that policy. If the cost of the 
Army was reduced to one million pounds 
there weve those who, from political spite, 
would want it reduced to half a million. 
The people against whom the Safety Act was 
passed would Le able to do mamy things that 
they could net do at present. 


THE NEED FOR AN ARMY. 

Mr. BLYTHE said he did not know 
whether this country was likely to be affected 
by any world upheaval in the near future. 
and he did not know whether there would 
occur anything in which the Free State's next 
door neighbour weuld he invelved, but he 
was certain that the Free State. from a 
military point of view, could not afford to be 
defenceless. 

“I do not think,” said Mr. Blythe, “ that 
we can afford, after all the sufferings that the 
people of this county underwent in order to 
get control of their own destiny and their 
own effairs, that we should simply leave 
ourselves entirely te the chances of fortune 
and the goodwill of our neighbours, and that 
the position should be that nobody will have 
anv regard for our wishes.” 

They could not, he continued. hope to have 
an Army that could resist the British, French 
or German armies, but they wanted to he in 
the position of several smaller countries, 
having a means of defence corresponding 
roughly te the territory and wealth of the 
country, 

“T dn wot want the position to be here 
thet if @ great conflict broke out close to us, 
that it would be simply a question of British 
troops coming in here and the British Com- 
mander reling this country during the period 
of the war, withont having regard to the 
wishes of the people.” 


A VOLUNTEER FORCE. 


They would have te have an army here of 
the sort that they could afford, and sufficient 
for the purpose. They had been gradually 
transforming the army from a standing army, 
or professional full-time army, to a volunteer 
or militia army. Nobody could say except, 
and until, the process was complete how 
cheap or how dear such a volunteer army 
would be. ‘The standing army had now been 
cut down to the lowest po 
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The servants i 
very much lower paid than people outside 
áis Láidoibhodhú, resúiiisíiifithr, bata ás a 
balance, they had got a guarantee of per- 
maneucy.*? They‘ could get “ins of men”’ 
to do the routine work, but it was vety hard 
to get enough men for the hard posts.: They 
gut Mó few ef the best young wes out of 
the colleges “here to enter the service. 

A centyal bank, he admitted, would ‘be a 
good. thy aud they would wltimately 
arrive at “the time when there would he a 
central bank, but the existence of a central 
hank sould net have appreciably affected 
their position in recent weeks. 

‘‘ With our trade position here, and our 
trade relations with Great Britain’ we would 
have to follow: avd we are bound to follow, 
British curres-y ” 

The advvitages of being level with Britid 
currency wwe s» great, he said, that, no 
matter «tat sort of institution they would 
have ‘had in the way of a central bank, what 
had heppeved was exactly the thing that 
would have happened. There was nothing 
mote ridiculous than to say that they had 
yielded to, pressure from the banks. 

Referring to a statement by Deputy Little 
some time ago that be (Mr. Btythe) had 
made a statement because some pressure had 
been put on him by the banks, the Mimister 
said that what had happened was this :— 
A number of people came to him, and said 
that there was a great deal of alarm 
among depositors here, who thought 
that there was going to be a big conflict 
between the Government aud the banks, 
and that depositors were removing their 
money to safer places. It was because of 
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that that he made a conciliatory statement— 
not Lecause there were any threats frem the 
banks, but because it had been represented 
to him that he was going to do an imjury 
to the banks by wierences that might be 
wrungly drawn from his words. 

“ Banks are in no condition to threaten the 
Government; they are just hke every other 
business man carrying on business here and 
depending on the Government to maintain 
daw aud order.” . 

Injury to the banks, he added, would 
cause injury to every business man if there 
were a bank panic, which was easy to create. 

On a division, the second reading was 
carried by 81 votes to 46. 

The Committee stage of the bill was fixed 
for to-day. 


ROAD TRAFFIC BILL. 


THE SPEED LIMIT CLAUSE, 


The House resumed discussion of the Road 
Traffic Bil in Committee. 

Professor THRIFT (Independent, Dublin 
University) moved te delete the provision 
regulating speed. He said that driving on 
the open road at thirty miles an hour maght 
not mean driving to the danger of the public. 
It was foolish to put into the bill something 
that could not be enforced, Te put the onus 
on the driver of proving that he was net 
driving to the danger of the public was un- 
fair. 

Sir JAMES CRAIG (Dublin Universjty) 
supported the amendment. | 

The MINISTER FOR LOCAL GOVERN. 
MENT accepted tht amendment, and said 
that there was no intention of putting down 
thirty miles per hour for cars. He was pie- 
pared to put down an amendment of a vo 
miles per hour limit for "buses, if that were 
not considered am unreasonable speed. 

The section as amended was carried. 

Mr. LEMASS said that it seemed to them 
qnite logical and only fair that if the Btate 
was going to make msurance against third 
party risks compulsory on car owners, they 
should take powers to regulate insurance 
premiums. It did seem to them a practical 
and adviseble course that the State should 
conduct msurance. 

MAJOR MYLES (Independent, Donegal) 
expressed the view that the metorist who was 
refused insurance should not be allowed to 
drive a car. that was presuming that insur- 
ance compairies were what they ought to be; 
but everyone knew that insurance companies 
worked together, and cases fad occurred 
where they denied insurance under certain 
ccnditions. 

SIR JAMES CRAIG (Independent. T.C.D.) 
said that he was im favour of Denyty 
l.emass’s amendment, because he knew a 
case where an insurance company had refused | 
insurance to a motorist because he had been 
involved in two accidents, though neither 
had occurred owing to his fault. 

The Minister said that the Government did 
not. propose to put proposals before the House 
that motor car insurance be made a State 
conducted business. He dowbted if insurance 
companies would refuse to -nsure certain 
people, and he could put no proposals before 
the House at present to enforce the insurance 
of motor drivers on the part of msurance 
companies while the driver was unacceptable 
to the compamies. 

Progress was reported. 


STERLING AND THE STATE’S 
LIABILITY. 


On the adjournment, 

Mr. R. BRISCOE (F.F., South Dublin), 
reverting to the question which he had asked 
the Mirister for Finance earher ‘n the dav 
as to the position with regard to the increased 
lability of the State m the matter of 
securities consequent on the fall in the value 
of sterlimg, said that the purpose of his 
question was to peint out that as the pound 
had fallen by, rougl.ly, twenty-five per cent. 
the State's liability had necessarily increased 
by that amount Interest in respect of the 
Second National Loan was pavable on the 
Ist Mav and Ist November. Payment must 
lave heen made on the Ist November fast. 
and provision must have been mede for that 
payment m the month of October, if not 
sooner. That payment, especially m dollars, 
must have nocessitated an increased expendi- 
ture beyond the normal. 

He esiimated that. on the basis of present 
value of the pound, the State's liability, 
instead of being £6,186,000 for the outstand- 
mz amount, had increaseed by a million and 
a half, and that the interest en this amount. 
if the pound were stabilised, would be 
increased by £62 000. 

He thought that the Minister should at 
least inform the Dail thet the matter was 
under the comsideration of himself and his 
department. 

The Minister for Finance was uot in the 
House, and neither Mr. McGilligan, Minister 
fer Industry and Comemrce, nor Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, Mimister jor Defen-e, offered *o make 
reply, and the House ‘djourned until 5 o'clock 
to-day.

KING KEEPS SILENCE IN 
THE PALACE. 
— 


N the great cathedrals of mighty capital 
cities, in little village churches, in 
beautiful squares and humble market 
places throughout the world, impressive 
ceremonies and heart-stirring scenes took 
ES yesterday, as widows, fathers, sons,” 
rothers and sisters paused a while to 
honour the memory of the glorious dead of 
many nationalities. 

The King decided at the last moment not 
to attend the impressive Service held at 
the Cenotaph in Whitehall. His Majesty 
is in good health, and his absence was pre- 
cautionary in View of the serious illness 
that followed a former Cenotaph ceremony. 
He observed the silence in his private 
apartments at Buckingham Palace. 

The Prince of Wales, the Duke of 
Gloucester and Prince George attended, 
and the Queen watched the ceremony from 
a window of an adjacent building. The 
Prime Minister and Dominions repre- 
sentatives were also present. The crowds 
began to assemble in Whitehall as early as 
six o'clock. 

The Duke of York repreesnted the King 
at the Edinburgh ceremony, and placed 
His Majesty's wreath on the Stone of Re- 
membrance. 

Scarborough coastguards cast a large 
wreath in the sea in memory of those 
drowned in the War. 


HOOVER'S ADDRESS, — 


“ Peace is the product of preparedness 
for defence, patient settlement of contro- 
versy, and the dynamic development of the 
forces of good-will.’’. This was the open- 
ing note of a striking Armistice Day 
address by President Hoover, in which he 
also warned the world that “ peace can- 
not be had by resolution and injunction 
alone.” 

The President declared that emergency 
had brought about the realisation that the 
outstanding. problem of statesmanship in 
every country was the re-establishment of 
confidence. 

‘Such action,” he went on, “ does not 
require treaties, documents or commit- 
ments. It requires only that each nation 
should realise the situation and contribute 
to the building of good-will.

TRIBUTE TO GERMAN DEAD. 


At Cologne the British and United 
States Consuls, with their fellow-citizens, 
went to the neighbouring German war 
cemetery, and there deposited wreaths in 
honour of fallen German soldiers. 

Delegations from the British and French 
cruisers Durban and .Jeanne d’Are were 
present at Rio de .aneiro when the 
Brazilian Minister of Marine laid a 
wreath on the monument to the sailors 
who were killed in the Great War. 

Round the Arc de Triomphe in Paris a 
vast concourse gathered while the Presi- 
dent of the Republic laid a wreath on the 
tomb’ of the Unknown Warrior in the 
name of the French people. In the even- 
ing the veteran General Gouraud re- 
kindled the Flame of Remembrance over 
the tomb. 

In New Zealand, while defending 
counsel was addressing the jury in a 
murder trial, the judge interrupted him to 
say, ‘It is customary throughout the 
Empire to observe silence in remembrance 
of the great dead. It is fitting that we 
should join in this symbol] of reverence.’’ 
Then the whole court, including the 
accused man in the dock, stood for the 
two minutes of silence. 


CORSICAN TRUCE. 


In the: island of Corsica police and 
bandits mutually ceased their bitter 
guerilla warfare throughout this day of 
peace. 

Canada observed the Armistice anniver- 
sary more completely, perhaps, than ever 
before. The day was a statutory holiday, 
marked by the cessation of work in all 
industrial firms and business markets, and 
in every city, town aud hamlet tribute was 
paid at the local cenotaph to the memory 
of those sleeping on the hattlefields. 

On Parliament Hill, Ottawa, the cere- 
monv was witnessed by a crowd of over 
50,000 peopie. Behind the temporary 
Cenotaph on a platform were grouped the 
Gcvernor-General (Lord Bessborough), the 
Prime Minister (Mr. Bennett), members 
oi the Cabinet, and representatives of the 
Church, the State and the city.

In a leading article The Times of to-dav 
observes:—The disappointment which was 
clearly felt by many ot his supporters with 
the Prime Minister's speech in the House of 
Commons on Tuesday is not to have any 
coucrete sequel, such as an amendment to the 
Address. | 

It is umportant, however, that this wise 
decision to preserve essevtial harmony should 
be founded not upon a sentimental or tactical 
aversion to embarrassing othe (Government, 
but upon a reasoned appreciation by the 
House of Commons of what the Prime 
Minister said, and hy the Government oi 
what the nation expects. ' 

In so far as the disappointment was duc 
to the absence of a cut-and-dried fiscal policy 
from the Prime Minister's forecast of 
business, it is manifestly absurd. Oni 
those who were foolish enough to describe 
tarifis during the election as the one and 
only path to prosperity could have expected 
thaí the Government would produce, oF 
pledge themselves to produce, a comple é 
plan for a change-over from free trade to 
protection within four days of the formation 
of the Cabinet. 

Those who take the accurate and reasonable 
view proclaimed in the manifesto on which 
the election was fonght--namely, that tarifis 
may be one of the essential methods ol 
restoring the balance of trade—have little 
reason to be dissatisfied with what the Prime 
Minister actually said.

DEBATE ON THE ADDRESS. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 


The first division in the new, Parliament 
took place on # motion by Mr. Baldwin, 
giving precedence to Government business 
up to the Christmas adjournment. The 
motion was carried by 378 votes to 9. 

The debate on the Address was resumed 
by Major Attlee. He cammented on the fact 
that the speech contained no reference what- 
ever to unemployment, or to social services, 
such as housing and edecation, nor to agri- 
culture. ‘There was not a single word of 
solid comfort for anybody in the country. 

The Government, in fact, went to the 
country without a programme, and without 
a policy, and there was still no plan, no 
programme, and no concerted idea. In such 
circumstances it was obviously the duty of 
the Labour Party, who had a plan and a 
olicy, to come to the assistance ef the 
Prime M mister. (Laughter. ) The first 
thing to be done was to reorganise industries, 
and no longer leave that matter to private 
adventure and individual imitative. It was 
also the duty of the National Government 
to organise both our mmport and export trade, 
and to take mto serious consideration the 
desirability of reducing the rentier class. It 
was more than probable, however, that the 
Government would fail, because its members 
could not agree upon anything at all.

CHURCHILIAAN APOLOGIA., 


Mr. Churchill, discussing his relations with 
the Government, said that he was glad to be 
able to announce that, in the language of the 
gracious Speech from the Throne, his re- 
jations with foreign Powers were friendly. 
(Laughter. ) He would not withhold from 
his richt hon. friend, the Prime Mmister, his 
advice or counsel. His attitude would be 
one of discrimmating benevolence. (Laughter. ) 
He would de his best to contribute to what 
they all hoped |would be their successful con- 
duct of affairs. 

He had to cpnfess that the present House 
had many surprises. He never, for instance, 
expected to see Mr. Lansbury leader of the 
Labour Party. He did not desire to throw 
anv reflection on the right hon. gentleman’s 
ability, or on! his good fellowship; but he 
thought that he was too low down in the 
hierarchy. (Laughter.) It was, however, not 
inappropriate that the right hon. gentleman 
shonid lead what was left of the Parliamen- 
tary represewtation of the Labour Party, The 
right hon. gentleman had always stood for the 
dole, the whole dole, and nothing but the 
dole, and had always, with perfect sincerity, 
pointed them to that dim Utopia which would 
reduce civilisation to one vast national soup 
kitchen, surrownded by innumerable bathing 
pools. (Loud laughter.) But the working 
classes wanted something more than that, 
and had voted as they had seen. It was, 
perhaps, not unfitting that Mr. Lansbury 
should now be left to champion, as well as 
he could, the cause of Socialism from amid 
the ruins which were largely of his own 
creation. 

Turning to Mr. Baldwin, he fownd there 
again some matter for surprise. During the 
years that he had been associated with him 
he was always alert to catch his inspiration, 
and to profit it by the sterling qualities for 
which he was renowned. If there was one 
doctrine which the right hon. gentleman in- 
culculated upon him more than anything else 
it was his abhorrence of coalitions. The right 
hon. gentleman even warned young members 
of the House pf the danger of hunting with 
any packs but their own, and it was sur- 
prising to find him now the champion of a 
coahtuon. No doubt there were good reasons, 
but be would be reminded of the dangers he 
was ruming whenever he crossed the portals 
of the Carlton Club. 


THE PREMIER’S PART. 


Lastly, he came to the Prime Minister. 
Less than mime months ago the right hon.

Mr. Churchill went on to say that he 
eould not expect the Government to present 
to the House at once cut and dried 
sdlutions of ad the great — national 
mssues which were pending, but there were 
some questions as to which he desired a little 
light. The first was im regard to India. A

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WAR DEBTS AND 
REPARATIONS. 


WASHINGTON ON PRIME 
MINISTER’S SPEECH. 


From Revter’s CORRESPOX DENT. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s references to war 
debts and reparations in the House of 
Commons yesterday is accepted in Washington 
as a notice that some formal action by Great 
Britain towards the re-examination of these 
obligations is te be exnected. 

“This is entirely in accordance with the 
United States Government view, says the 
Washington Correspondent of the New York 
Evening Post, *‘and the Premier's outspeken 
comments sesemble the view of high United 
States officials, who are unable to speak so 
bluntly. 

‘‘ It is held certain, hc wever, that Congress 
would not consider such proposals unless 
Furopeans agree te reduce armaments, on 
which they spend annually many times as much 
as their debt instalments to the United States. 

““Opposition is to be expected, especially 
from Western and Southern Senators, who 
denounce the whole canéellation move as a 
plot inspired by New York bankers in order 
to assure the repayment of their private 
loans to Germany at the expense of the 
United States Government and American tax- 
pavers.” 

The Correspondent believes that under 
present conditions any proposal for & per- 
manent reduction of Europe's debts would be 
rejected by a two-thirds majority in Congress. 

He intimates, however, that officials are 
understood to believe that such a proposal 
woull be better received from Great Britain 
than from the other Powers, as she has not 
obtained any actual profit from reparations. 
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PROPOSED MONUMENT IN 
FRENCH TOWN, 

A letter has been received by the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin from Monsieur H. Ducos, 
Deputé de la Haute Garronne, with regard to 
the erection of a monument in honour of 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens, the famous sculptor. 
Tha letter reads :— 

“ France and the United States of America 
wart to gloriiy one of the most renowned 
sculptors of our epoch, Augustus Saimt- 
Gandens, and inaugurate a monument to his 
fame in the town (Saint-Gaudens), the name 
of which he bears. 

“But we do not want to forget that he 
was born in Dublin. His mother—Miss Mary 
McGutnness—was Irish. He thus pro- 
ceeds of three nations—France by his father, 
lreland by his mother, and the United States 
of America by his fame and works. 

2 French Government, having know- 
ledge of his French descent, voted 200,000 
francs. 

‘ A short time after the death of Angustus 
Saint-Gaudens a great ceremony took nlace 
in !is honour at Washington. . . . A bill 
for a grant of $4,000 was brought in before 
the Congress and voted by the Mouse of 
Representatives. The Senate will make it an 
Act when the Congress meets again later in 
the vear. 

“ We should respectfully beg your lordship 
to help us to embellish this monument by 
opening a public subscription in Augustus 
Samt-Gaudens’ native city, that the three 
countries might thus co-operate in its dedica- 
tion.”

Nitrate Combine, which recommended a dis- 
lution of the Combine and officials, is to 
he considered before any action is taken by 
technical experts, Says the Santiago Corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press, quoting a 
statement made by Senor Trucco, the Acting 
President of Chile. It, therefore, appears 
now unlikely that any of the recommenda- 
hons of the Commission will be acted upon 
before January next. The Combine is con- 
trolled by American” interests, and the 
present Government of Chile is extremely 
indignant that foreigners should thus have 
heen allowed to acquire control of a national 
‘ndustry. The changes made by ex-President 
Jhanez in the law governing the formation 
of the Cosach Combine are said to be un- 
constitutional. 


RECORD RAND GOLD OUTPUT. 

The gold output of the mines of the 
Transvaal for the month of October amounted 
to 900.35307. for the Witwatersrand district 
and 44.760 for the outside districts, making a 
total of 945.1l30z. of fine gold, the highest 
recorded monthly output. This shows an in- 
crease of 29,0897. compared with the pre- 
sous month, and compares with 926,56loz. 
for the corresponding month last vear. The 
member of natives má by the Wit- 
watersrand Native Labour Association and 
contractors at the end of October was 223,565, 
of whom 208.987 were émployed in the gold 
mines, 15,061 in the coal mines, and 1,517 
in the diamond mines.

EFFECT ON -STOCK- 
FEEDING. 
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From OUR AGRICULTURAL CorRESPONDENT. 

At this time of year it is usual for far- 
seeing farmers to take note of their require- 
ments in the way of concentrated foodstuffs, 
and, where cash is available, to lay in a 
sufficient stock to carry them over the 
winter. 

It would be extremely gratifying to be able 
to advise as to the best steps to take in this 
connection, but the position is a difficult one. 
Not only are we up against the perplexin 
subject of markets, yields of produce an 
surplus ~~ from other countries, but we 
have to think of such troublesome matters 
as fluctuations in sterling values. 

While there ire known to be ample stocks 
of certain materials at certain places, there is 
a likelihood that more favourable currency 
arrangements in other countries might divert 
supplies which ordinarily would come here. 
Two or three points, therefore, are sufficiently 
evident at present to be worth mentioning. 

_ MAIZE AND WHEAT. 

The price of maize shows a steady increase. 
At present it stands just above the difference 
in value between American and British cur- 
rency. Any further advance would indicate 
an enhancement in the value of this article. 
At the moment there are indications that 
supplies booked for this country are not in 
the same ee age as for some time past, 
and, accordingly, it would not be surprising 
if this commodity went somewhat higher. 

The fact is that wheat, which largely in- 
fluences the cost of maize, is appreciating in 
value, It would appear that both these cereals 
may be a little dearer before a break occurs, 
but on the general outlook no immediate 
increase is probable. This is important, in 
view of the comparative scarcity of home- 
grown grain, as much of the better class 
grain, mainly oats, will be needed for sowing 
next “gee to keep the oatmeal milling 
industry adequately supplied. 

EFFECT ON SMALL FARMERS, 

It is, unfortunately, an outstanding econo- 
mic problem that the small farmers, particu- 
larly in the South and West, depend upon 
the supply. of cheap feeding material to enable 
them to carry on their industries. So far 
maize continues to meet all their needs, and 
the price which has had to be paid still allows 
a reasonable margin when the commodity is 
used for the production of pigs, poultry, etc. 

In regard to oats, the imposition of the 
tariff appears to have had the effect of drying 
up supplies on the markets. Coming as it 
does when the crop is not more than three- 
fourths of the average, this state of affairs 
will oblige farmers to exercise strict economy 
in the use of oats until spring, so that they 
may have sufficient to seed the extra area 
which is expected to be sown in the hope 
that the price level now reached may be 
maintained. That such a hope can be realised 
is a matter of some doubt. 

OATMEAL MILLING. 

Incidentally the effect of the tariff appears 
to be rather unfortunate in regard to oatmeal 
milling. Millers of this commodity have not, 
I understand, sufficient raw material to 
enable them to carry on their work. One 
result of the rise in the price of corn has 
been to raise the Irish oatmeal price. This 
is bound to react unfavourably upon the 
increasing use of oatmeal for human con- 
sumption and for feeding young animals. . 

The milling industry is an important one in 
the grain-growing areas, and the period of 
readjustment through which that industry 
may have to go during the next few years 
is one of those unfortunate instances which 
are inevitable as a result of changes in the 
shape of tariffs or protection. —.
